Address delivered before the phyeholog 
lea] branch of the M edicolegal society 
that be bad exerted a hypnotic influ 
enee upon an ambition young actress, 
with the result that she attained a high 
rank In her profession, Dr. John D un­ 
can Quackenbos, professor em erita* st 
Columbia university, brought upon him ­ 
self a deluge of criticism, much of It 
unfavorable and some of It of an un­ 
pleasant nature, says the New York 
Herald. 
To this Dr. Quackenbos says 
that be ha* become accustom ed as a 
result of past experiences. 
He asserts 
that in moat Instance* criticism is pass­ 
ed without a full undertanding of the 
ll re urn stances. 
Dr. Q uackenbos was discussing the 
nature of th e com m unications received 
by Professor Jam es II. Hyslop of Co­ 
lum bia university from Mrs. Leonora 
Bt. Piper when be related his experi­ 
ence with the actress who subm itted 
herself to bls hypnotic influence. 
In a 
statem ent m ade to the above men­ 
tioned paper Mrs. Piper confessed her 
Ignorance of the influences that were 
at work upon her when she entered 
w hat appeared to be a trance state, but 
she expressed the opinion th at spirits 
were In no m anner connected with the 
phenomenon. Dr. Quackenbos said that 
he spoke from experience derived from 
tw o thousand hypnotic patients. 
“These subjects,” said Dr. Quacken 
bos, explaining his methods, “sought 
my aid for alm ost every conceivable 
malady, m ental and m oral; some for 
ethico-splrttual, many for literary or 
dram atic inspiration. 
I have thus been 
brought luto closest touch w ith the hu­ 
man soul practically liberated in the 
hypnotic slum ber from its entangle­ 
m ent with a perishable l>ody. 
No In­ 
jury has come to my mental or physical 
health as a result of unrem itting work 
as a snggestionist because I get some­ 
thing hack from my patients; otherw ise 
I would be a nervous bankrupt. 
“H ypnotic suggestion is m erely a 
sum m oning into ascendency of the true 
m in. T here is nothing m ysterious about 
it except to those who do not under­ 
stand. 
It is a sudden overshadow ing of 
character defects and m ental w eakness­ 
es by s quick grow th of moral energy. 
“ In my experience I have given hyp­ 
notic assistance to students w ishing to 
qualify for a rigid exam ination and to 
the equipm ent of talented women for 
authorship or the stage. 
It was In this 
m anner th a t I 
prepared an actress 
w ithin a year who gained Im m ediate 
insight into ber endow m ent; she a b ­ 
sorbed confidence iu expression, and 
she w ent before the footlights a con­ 
sum m ate m istress of her art, to be cur­ 
tained, as I have said, seven tim es 
throughout the w inter after the climax 
of the play. To achieve this result the 
lady in question was brought to a full 
realization of herself in her higher re­ 
lationships, and there cam e to me a 
spiritual Indemnification for the energy 
expended. 
“ Hypnotism Implies on the part of 
one personality au expenditure of spir­ 
itual energy which m aterializes as eth ­ 
ical activity In the personality th at Is 
inspired. 
T he m ajority of hypnotists 
do perfunctory work, not sounding the 
depths of the soul they seek to aid.

Farming Is conducted upon a large 
and economic scale In many portions 
Of southern California, write# the spe­ 
cial correspondent of tbe New York 
Post from Los Angeles. In no locality 
has modern steam farming machinery 
been applied with such effectiveness 
as upou the grain ranches In soot hern 
California. 
On one ranch the engine 
naed to draw the machinery Is of fifty 
horsepower and 'has drtvewheels eight 
feet high. 
It consumes twelve barrels 
of oil every day, and Ha operation re 
quires the servirte of seven men
